The transport tear* n signal 
of alarm to the remainder of the fleet, 
and the Russian battleships thereupon 
surrounded the unknown boats,' cutting 
off their escape. They were ordered to 
make known their nationality, but an¬ 
swered only by evolutions. The admiral's 
ship immediately ordered them to be 
fir yd upon, and then continued its route 
without being alarmed as to the results 
of the eannonnde, .because it was be¬ 
lieved the eucounter was with torpedo 
boats bought by the Japanese in Eng¬ 
land." 

Prince Keretelll added that before the 
Russian cannonade began a single can¬ 
non shot was distinctly heard coming 
from the direction of the unknown boats. 

As Admiral Rojestvenaky was leaving 
the palace of the military governor of 
Vigo yesterday, the dispatch adds, an 
old man stepped forward and kissed the 
admiral's hand. The admiral responded 
by kissing the old man’s forehead. The 
crowd which witnessed the incident ap¬ 
plauded. and the admiral appeared to be 
much affected by the popular ovation. 
The mayor of Vigo addressed the ad¬ 
miral in the name of the city and na¬ 
tion, wishing glory to Emperor Nicholas 
and prosperity to Russia.

St. Petersburg, Oct. 27.-2.26 p. m.— 
Viceroy Admiral Rojestvensky’a explan¬ 
ation of the trawler incident is folly as 
sensational as the news of the firing 
upon the fishing fleet which set all Eng¬ 
land aflame. He declares he was attack¬ 
ed in the darkness by two torpedo boats, 
which came upon the squadron from the 
direction of the fishing fleet. ,He opened 
fire and believes be sank one of the tor¬ 
pedo boats, the other making off for 
cover among the fishermen. So soon as 
he noticed the fishermen he ceased firing. 
He proceeded on his way without leaving 
any vessel behind, and says ho believes 
the vessel which the fishermen reported 
remained on the scene for six hoars 
without offering succor to the drowning 
men was the other torpedo boat, either 
waiting for her consort or repairing dam¬ 
age inflicted by the fire of his ships. 

In concluding Ms telegram. Admiral 
Rojestveueky expressed in the -most 
warm-hearted way the regrets of the 
whole squadron to the fishermen who had 
suffered and to (he families of the vic¬ 
tims. 

Rojestvensky’s report was telegraphed 
from Vigo direct to the Emperor, who 
received it late last night. 

It was communicated this morning to 
Ambassador Hardlnge by Foreigtf Min¬ 
ister Lamsdorf himself. 

There is reason fo believe that the 
British embassy was also acquainted 
with information which reached the Rus¬ 
sian authorities some time ago of the 
arrival at and aubseqnent mysterious dis¬ 
appearance from Hull of twenty Japan¬ 
ese, mention of which was made in these 
dispatches October 25th.

“Night and day shifts are working on 
the Donegal, which is having her gun 
mountings altered.

"The Japanese adviser to the Korean 
issue 
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finance department expects 
silver currency with which to effect re¬ 
demption of the debased nickel coinage 
used for many years to the great detri¬ 
ment of Korea’s trade. This evil being 
remedied, 'Korea’s finances can be put 
upon a somewhat solid basis. 

The Japanese outposts In Eastern 
Korea are gradually pushing northward, 
meeting little opposition from the Rus¬ 
sian scouts with whom frequent but un¬ 
important brashes occur, which are fol¬ 
lowed by the retirement of tlie Russians 
to positions a few miles distant. 

“The Japanese forces in Eastern 
Korea are insufficient to drive the Rus¬ 
sians north If determined opposition 
were encountered, but apparently none 
will be offered south of the Russian base 
j at Song CSiln.” *

The Colouel then ehurgrd the Liberal 
party with failure to carry out the 
promises they made in the campaign of 
1800—assurances on the strength of 
which they attaiued to power. He ne¬ 
glected to mention, however, thnt the 
people of Canada must have held a con¬ 
trary view, as the crowning I.ilicrnl vic¬ 
tory in 1000 (indisputably proved, . 

He then proceeded to explain the great 
prosperity which Canada enjoyed since 
the Lilicrals entered into power, by de¬ 
scribing it as n gigantic wave that had 
flowed over nil the world. 

He charged the Laurier administration 
with indefensible extravagance: in fact 
he said tin* money was squandered. As 
an instance of this prodigality he refer¬ 
red to the cost of the last census. The 
public debt had been increased in spite 1 
of the enormous amount* wrung from 
the taxpayers. Formerly the Liberals— 
when in opposition—denounced surpluses, 
but now they regarded them as a fine 
to.ng. 

The Colonel condemned what he de¬ 
scribed as a violation of the independence 
of parliament principle on the part of the 
Liberals, who hud made thirty-two ap¬ 
pointments to various positions out of 
the House of Commons. 

After a little* digression on pnrity in 
politics he took up the railway question. 
He employed the .usual Confervative 
arguments against the Grand Tgunk Pa¬ 
cific, after which he proceeded to deal 
with an equally interesting subject—him¬ 
self. He desired to reply to attacks made 
upon him by tl»« Times, and averred he 
hnd done nothing which would make him 
ashamed to look hi* fellow citizens in 
the face. 

He emphatically denied ithat he had 
ever said in the legislature that he was 
pulling the people's legs in regard to the 
Canadian Northern contract. When he 
assumed office he was led to believe that 
the Cnnadian Northern contract was 
signed. He told Mr. McPhilHps that he 
would resign- if Mils was not the case. 
When he found that it was not elgned 
he placed his resignation in the hands of 
his committee. The committee pleaded 
with him to remain iu office, not to for¬ 
sake the party after what it had done. 
They said it was better for him to in¬ 
jure himself than to take this step. .In 
reply he pointed out that his honor vyas 
nt stake, and he desired to resign. But 
finally he agreed to stand by the party, 
but he left his resignation in the hand it 
of Mr. Ker, with instructions to convey 
it. to Mr. Dunemuir whenever the com¬ 
mittee wished. He could do no more.

The weather lu British Columbia during 
the past week has been characterised by 
the light precipitation in the .southern part 
of the province, the general lightness of 
w'nds, and the long duration of high baro¬ 
metric pressure, those factors combining 
to cause the phenomenally line weather | 
which has prevailed during the whole week. 
The pressure has 'been abnormally high for 
this Miwa ..f the y'Mr. reaching at vic¬ 
toria 90.58 Inches on the 19th. A storm 
area from 'the ocean passed'over the upper 
part of the province on the 21st and 22nd, 
causing rain on the Lower Mainland and 
a heavy fall of sleet and rain at Bafkcr- 
vlMe; this area In ,1 ?k course crossed the 
Rockies, and, traversing the entire North¬ 
west, finally culiniuated in a display of 
much energy In the region of the Lakes. 
Precipitation has also been light In the 
Pacific states; a good deal of fog occurred 
at various points, and occasionally! - bush 
fire smoke. Light frosts were reported on 
the higher lands, but maximum tempera¬ 
tures have been unusually high In many 
place®,' reaching 80 In California and over 
70 on the Oregon coast; fresh easterly 
gabs, but without rainfall, occurred on ttu« 
25th nt the entrance to the Straits of Fuca 
and at the mouth of thO Columbia river. 
In tbw Northwest snow fell at most sta¬ 
tions and moderately cold weather hus 
been general, but at the close of the week 
a general Increase of pressure la reported 
and with fairer weather. 

At Victoria, 33 hours and 12 minutes of 
bright sunshine were registered; highest 
temperature, 04.0 on 25th; lowest, 42.2 on 
24th; no rain.

Colonel Prior says he Is not s wire¬ 
puller after the style and order of one 
George Riley. Not by any-means. lie 
is a statesman. He can get up and say 
things in Parliament or ia any other 
place. Which is true. If the political end 
of the Colonel were not fixed for the 3rd 
of November .he might in a sWi 

time rank with Sir lllbbert Tapper ns 
the most reckless and the mosfi unoctupo¬ 
lo us public man in the Dominion. 

There are certain facts outstanding 
with a considerable .degree of promi¬ 
nence in the course the Colonel has pur¬ 
sued within the-past couple of years. 

"These facts the Colonel looks calmly in 
the face—simply because he cauuot do 
anything else—and casts the responsi¬ 
bility for them upou the committee which 
had his “political honor" iu its keeping. 

Colonel Prior admits that the contract 
with the Canadian Northern Railway 
was never signed, lit* admits that he dis¬ 
covered it was not signed and that it was 
not a binding contract. He confesses that 
he was pledged to resign his seat if he 
made the discovery that it wal not a 
binding Contract, lie concedes that his 
honor was involved and that he should 
have redeemed his pledges. But in ex¬ 
tenuation of his breach of faith he pleads 
that the committee trr which he had com¬ 
mitted his sacred honor as a public Diafi 
and his resignation, reasoned with him 
and convinced him that his duty to his 
party—the party which had never gone 
back on him in all his long career—was 
paramount. His duty to the public to 
whom he had pledged his word of honor 
as a man was a merely secondary matter. 
The committee virtually reminded him of 
the words of th»* late Mr. Vanderbilt with 
regard to the public. As the Colonel was 
not in the hands of the public at that 
time—as he appeared to be assured of n 
few years of office—lie adopted the ad¬ 
vice of Ids committee and echoed the 
words of the American millionaire, “the 
public be"—etc. 

Now Colonel Trior has placed himself 
in the hands of the public agoi|>. and the 
public has been vouchsafed n most ex- 
traordiuury explanation. The committee 
did it, not the principal. It was not a 
lust of office and of power that influenced 
this loyal party man and disinterested 
politician. It was his duty to hi^ lui'ty, 
to the government which wfcsviu- pAver. 
Unfortunately Colonel Prior has not been 
endowed with the good memory which is 
said to be a prime necessity of men of 
his particular -at amp. The government 
of that day was not a party government. 
The Colonel had been in it bat a few 
weeks. There was but one Conservative 
of a proiiomrChd.type in the Dunsmnir ad¬ 
ministration, and he the Colonel dis¬ 
missed in dishonor within a very short 
time after he had reaped the fruit of bis 
treachery to the people of Victoria. 

But a short linie after Premier Prior 
was ejected from office by the Lieut.-Gov¬ 
ernor practically for ordering that a con¬ 
tract which had l»cen secured by a firm 
which had tendered In good faith should 
be given to the company in which he 
holds a preponderance of stock.

Mac¬ 
kenzie \vu» infinitely better than that 
agreed to by the Conservative govern¬ 
ment. This was proved by the tact that 
the Canada Northern was taking this 
route as the one by which It would build 
its line.- 

In concluding, Mr. Faterson recalled 
the fact that Sir Wilfrid Laurier had se¬ 
lected a government of practical men 
from all Over Hie Dominion. Prosperity 
had followed this. He appealed for the 
support of Mr. Smith at the coming elec¬ 
tion. 

REPLY TO QUESTIONS. 

At the conclusion of the address of 
Mr. Paterson, Mr. Ledinghatn, represent¬ 
ing the Socialists, asked permission to 
speak. This was readily accorded him 
by Mr. Smith, and Mr. Ledingham ex¬ 
plained that Mr. Hawthornthwaite had 
voted against tho $1,500 exemption on 
farm improvements, as lie understood it, 
because of his being a Socialist. He re- ! 
ferred to the efforts of Mr. Ilawthorn- 
thwaite in favor of the E. & N. settlers' 
rights. He had delivered a speech not 
equalled in any part of the world in 
favor of these men. He had got an act 
from Premier McBride giving these set¬ 
tlers their rights.

The company re¬ 
fuses to pay taxes now, on the plea that 
it was taxable only after 20 years from 
the time the company parted with it 
The company also got all its supplies free 
of duty, and 20 years afterwards brought 
in bridge materials free of duty. He 
showed how the contract of the C. P. R. 
provided only for a maximum grade of 
100 feet to the mile. But the C. I*. R. 
on the Kicking Horse Pass built n line 
on a grade far in excess of this on the 
excuse that this was u temporary line 
only. But the C. I\ R. had never since 
replaced this grade. The government 
passed over a responsible company which 
agreed to build tbv C. P. R. upon much 
better conditions. 

Freni a British Columbia standpoint. 
Mr. Paterson contended that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific was of the greatest im- , 
portanee. For years past the province 
had been offering large subsidies to 
companies to enable lines of railroad to 
bo built through the northern part of 
tho province. This line would be built 
without a dollar of expense to the prov¬ 
ince. This wonld but be* the beginning of 
railway construction. He would not be 
surprised to see the Great Northern into 
Port Simpson before the Grand Trunk 
Pacific. A charter had been obtained for 
a line fropi Fernie to Port Simpson, 
and he understood surveyors were in the 
field in connection with it at present. 

The Grand Trunk Pacific bargain was 
the best ever made for railroad construc¬ 
tion in Canada. The people should sup¬ 
port this Liberal government. The 
govern merit a few years ago provided for 
an ai!-Canadian line to the Yukon. So 
urgent was it thought to have been that 
a company began work before ratifica- 
i tion by parliament. A Conservative 8 en- 
| ate defeated It, and Seattle had been 
built up at the expense of Victoria and 
British Columbia coast cities. 

The support of government ownership 
by the Conservative party was a com¬ 
plete • somersault by that party. He

A NATIONAL ROAD. 

“When the Gram - Trunk Pa¬ 
cific proposition firs came up it 
provided for *n railway from 
North Bay, Ont., to the Pacific 
Ocean. The government was 
asked for a lnrge bonus, both in 
cash and in land. We, however, 
refused to entertain the proposi¬ 
tion for two reasons. We ob¬ 
jected to the method of assistance 
proposed, especially that rela- 
ing to the laud grant. The 
Grand Trunk, ns you are all 
aware, utilizes Portland. Maine, 
as its winter port. Well, we 
were determined then as we are 
now, that when the construction 
of another transcontinental rail¬ 
way should be undertaken the 
road should extend on Canadian 
soil from the Atlantic to the Pa¬ 
cific. We adopted that policy, 
not because of any unfriendliness 
towards the United States, but 
because we owed it to our na¬ 
tional dignity, and great destiny, 
to effect the transportation of 
Canadian freights on Canadian 
soil from tidewater to tidewater. 
We notified the Grand Trunk 
that no assistance would be given 
them unless that fundamental 
Idea was observed, involving as 
it did the use of Canadian ports 
in winter as well. We spent two 
years of negotiation, labor, de¬ 
bate and legislation. No time, 
however, has been lost, consider¬ 
ing the magnitude of the task, 
and the necessity of arranging 
the numerous details. The con¬ 
tract has been signed and rati¬ 
fied, and now every detail is open 
to inspection by the people. The 
people of Canada are asked to 
decide a momentous question.

A* a result of repre*ei>tations made 
by the Fish and Game Club through 
Senator Teraplcumn a Quarter of a 
million eyed salmon eggs will be sent 
fn.m the East for the improvement of 
fishing in Vancouver Island streams 
nn«l rivers. They will be matured in 
British Columbia hatcheries. It is the 
intention to distribute the fry between 
the Cowichan and Nanaimo rivers. 

As is well-known among sportsmen, 
the Atlantic salmon readily respond to 
the fly, while the specie* found on* this 
coast answer only on rare occasions. The 
introduction of the former should, there¬ 
fore, improve the eport to a considerable 
extent. 

Senator Templemtn, writing to the 
Fish and Game Club in reference to this 
matter, says: 

I>enr Sir:—In response to your suggestion 
about salmon eggs, I wrote to the depart¬ 
ment and to-day have received a wire as 
follow*: “Ottawa, Opt. 2ikh. Arranging 
to meet your wishes Quarter of m|U)on 
eyed salmon egg* whipped from Ka^i, on 
later date. (Signed) E. E. Prince." 

It *s understood that the Fish and 
Game Club intend taking up the ques¬ 
tion of recommending amendments to the 
Provincial “Game Act," which will pro¬ 
vide for the protection for all kinds,.of 
game anil prevent the extermination of 
deer and elk. In tills connection a odta- 
municatlon has been received from a 
sportsmen at Yreka, who makes the,Fol¬ 
lowing suggestions for the protection of 
elk: 

Prohibit an Indian' from killing an elk; 
prohibit the tale of cdk tu*ks; reduce the 
number to out* bull Instead of two. 

>lf a sportsman come* Into the country 
for the purpose of killing elk, let the per¬ 
son* hired by him for the purpose of as¬ 
sisting be prohibited from killing elk dur¬ 
ing such service. At present if a good 
band of etk are found 1 there wlll| be two 
for the guide, two for the cook, and per¬ 
haps a |mcker, In fact there would be the 
opportunity to kill all the bull* If they 
felt *o disposed. 

“I would also suggest In the matter of 
license* that foreigners. Instead of paying 
$50, be made to pay $100 for each elk.

tor, ns some folks imagine—and it will 
he carried to India, China, the Pacific 1 
Isfhs, Australia and New Zealand, and 
sold at a price that will kill competition. 

That is one of the things that the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance is going to help 
bring about. All the advantages are up¬ 
on the side of Japan. Yokohama is no 
farther away from the raw cotton pro¬ 
ducing centres than Manchester is, 
whilst China lies right up against her 
doors. 

“Means to be a World Powfer." 

India, Australia. New Zealand, and 
the Pacific Isles are close to her hand, 
and if she is.victorious in this war, or 
If she comes out of it with anything like 
success, she is going to push her trade 
with the same vigor that she has pushed 
the openiug stages of the war, and she 
will not be slow to back her commerce 
with her rifles, for the Jap means to be 
a world power In more than a mere mili¬ 
tary or naval sense. It is for this rea¬ 
son that I would most earnestly ask all 
Britons not to be eternally girding at 
Russia. 

We shall want trade when this war is 
over, and Russian trade is not a thing 
to be despised. Russia is n raw and 
an undeveloped country, with mighty 
commercial possibilities. I have seen 
enough of it and It* people to know this, 
and I cannot gee why a better under¬ 
standing could not be arrived at between 
us and them. Japan is our ally, at pres¬ 
ent, and within certain well-defined lim¬ 
its, and it is to our interest thft£ we 
should keep strictly and decently within 
those limits, and not be eternally burn¬ 
ing all our bridges. It is as a school¬ 
master in the world's schnblhouse that 
I dread the Jap. There is absolutely no 
limit to his possibilities. If I were of 
Asiatic blood and breeding, I should be 
of all men his most ardent and unflinch¬ 
ing supporter, because of his many great 
qualities. From what I saw in the Far 
East I do not think that anything short 
of a complete Russian victory at the 
close of the present struggle can prevent 
Japanese military officers from being the 
ideal pattern to which the whole East 
will look. 

It will be in Japanese military schools 
that Chinese cadets will be tutored. It 
will be Jnpnnese generals and admirals 
that the nations of India will be taught 
to admire and reverence by their own 
elders, howevor much we may try to force 
our pattern upon them, because the na¬ 
tives of India naturally look upon us ns 
an a Man race of conquerors. Our rule 
may have l>een the best thing in the 
world for them; our officer* stationed 
there may have been models of discre¬ 
tion and ability; still, they were of the 
breed that conquered and ruled, and still 
rule India. In Persia and in Afghanis¬ 
tan the splendid deeds done by flood and 
field by the Mikado's officers must have 
a weakening effect upon the influence of 

all white peoples. 

Togo Not Nelson. 

It will be Togo, not Nelson, who will 
fill the minds of theyouth of those lands 
with admiration. It will be Oyiuna. not 
Kitchener, whose deeds they will be 
taught to venerate This is the impres¬ 
sion left upon my mind by conversations 
I had with nil kinds of people In the Far 
East* and it is not at all unnatural that 
it should be so. They know our greatest 
soldier principally as the conqueror of 
Egypt, the unflinching Anglo-Saxon who 
beat an Eastern power in the field. They 
know Oyamn as the defender of an 
Eastern people In a struggle against one 
of the greatest of all the European pow¬ 
ers, and they will sing their hero’s praises 
in the ears of their children. There Is 
nothing abnormal, nothing unnatural in 
this; it is simply blood speaking to 
blood, irrespective of language, country, 
or environment. By and by, blood will 
ni>enk to blood !n this Western world 
of onrs as snrely as shadows shun sun¬ 
light. By and by, when a more business¬ 
like government rules this land, when 
trashy sentiment gives place to sober 
sense, we shall know as a people what 
many individuals know already, that the 
Bast and the West cannot mingle and 
retain their parts any more than night 
nnd day can blend. There can be no twi¬ 
light between peoples. The night must 
belong, to the night, the day to the day.

Where Life Tends 


The Far East 
As I Saw It 


Oar Alliance With Japan-Some 


of Its Perils—British Trade aod 


Commerce Threatened. 


I learnt this whilst In Japan—that 
there is no more painstaking scholar in 
the universe than the Jap. Nothing that 
the Western world could teach him has 
been either too great or too small for 
his energies or his enterprise. One of 
t*e world's ablest journalists once wrote, J 
after paying Japan & visit, that Japan 
was a country “great in small things, 
tout small in great things." He was 
yrrong. Japan is not small in great 
things. In proof of this look at their 
nary, and look at the way they handle 
It Yet I remember the time when the 
Japanese man-o’-warsmam was not much 
of a fellow, and it is well within the 
memory of all men when the fleet of that 
people was not very formidable. 

But a day came when the Mikado de¬ 
cided that his country should have a 
fleet, and he set to work to copy the 
best that sailed the seas, our own, to 
wit. He took our naval officers and our 
tars as patterns for his officers and ships' 
crews. So thoroughly did his people fol¬ 
low his instructions that the Japanese 
sailor and his officers rank as the equals 
of anything the world can produce. They 
have been apt scholars; by nudi by they 
will be teachers, the uaval instructors 
of the Far East. That is one of the 
things I learnt in the ^ast, and it is one 
of the things I want to impress upon our 
people. 

It is not a popular task; indeed, I have 
ao far found it a peculiarly thankless 
task, bnt it is a duty, for which 1 shall 
t>e" thanked when the Yellow craze has 
<Ued down in this country. As far as 
we are concerned, we have only had 
dealings with the Japanese as scholars. 
Walt awhile, until we have to combat 
them as teachers; and we shall not have 
to wait long, for already the eyes of the 
Eastern world are upon them. India is 
not a land of blind men, and a myriad 
of eyes in that country are now fixed 
upon the wonderful little island and its 
doings. We have far more to fear from 
Japan’s'undoubted Access of prestige in 
India than we have, or ever have had, 
from ai Russian invasion of the North- 
West frontier. It is not upon their war¬ 
ships alone that the Japanese will fill 
the role of the Eastern teacher. Our 
merchant skippers and crews will very 
shortly have to bear the brunt of Jap¬ 
anese rivalry, for it roust be patent to 
anyone that a nation that can produce 
fighting tailors of the calibre of Japan's 
men-of-warsmen cannot fail to produce 
merchant skippers ami merchant crews 
that will hold their own anywhere. And 
when It come* to be a matter of pay¬ 
ment. the Jap will flood the market, % and 
completely underbid the British mer- 
.cantlle officers and men, for, poor as the 
mercantile seaman's pay is to-day, from 
a European standpoint, that pay would 
.be considered ample to the Japanese. 

No Fear of Russian Competition. 

There is no such fear in prospect from 
Russia’s competition, for if the war ends 
in favor of Russia, there is not the faint¬ 
est prospect of the Muscovite sailor en¬ 
tering into competition witlh our snilors. 
The sea has been our special dominion 
for so long that we are apt to forget that 
rivals may some day come and dispute 
the possession with us. It would be well 
for us not to be too confident, well if we 
looked after ourselves a little more, aod 
nursed ong own Interests ,in 'a /purely 
legitimate manner. Our seafaring folk 
represent a vety big notion of onr na¬ 


tionhood, and a very fine section it is, 
too. Yet I doubt If our methods in the 
Far East just at present are calculated 
to conserve their interests, for it will not 
be long before the greater portion of the 
Pacific and adjacent water* are at the 
mercy of the Japanese mercantile marine 
and its fine seamen. We can send our 
ship* of war in the track of any foreign 
warship that meddles with onr shipping, 
and I have no doubt that onr warships 
can do all we expect of them. Bnt we 
shall not be able to send warships after 
merchant ships that in a year or two 
will be undercutting us in the world of 
trade. We shall not even be able to en¬ 
ter a protest when our sailors, captains, 
engineers and petty officers, who ore even 
now sadly underpaid, are left idle be¬ 
cause the East will swarm with men 
who will do their work for half the 
money, and jump at the chance of doing 


the peril to a section of onr people who 
have already burdens enough to bear 
that I voice this warning. 

Let me instance just one line of British 
trade that I think will be attacked vigor¬ 
ously as soon as Japan is through wirh 
the Russian straggle. I refer to the cot¬ 
ton trade of Lancashire. 1 learned whilst 
in the Far East that this had been under 
the closest observation for years. Models 
of every machine possessed by Lanca¬ 
shire are In Japnnese hands. All the 
British methods have been studied; so 
have the British markets. Nothing that 
the Lancashire workman knows is tin- 
known to the Japanese. They have had 
men at work in America seeking out im¬ 
provements upon the British machinery, 
and they have had Japanese emigrants 
trained in the art of selecting and classi¬ 
fying the raw cotton grown in America, 
so that when the time is ripe they may 
enter the field fully equipped for competi¬ 
tion with us. This also must not be lost 
sight of—the Japanese workmen will be 
available in tens of thousands at the rate 
of a few pence per d|j. The raw cot¬ 
ton will be carried from the port of San 
Francisco in Japanese ships, manned by 
Japanese crews, officered by Japanese 
officers, built by Japanese shipwrights 
at Yokohama. It will be manufactured 
by Japanese cheap labor In Japanese 
mill* by machinery made by Japanese 
mechanics and designed by Japanese in- 


I learnt this, and I want Britons to 
learn it, that, jnst aa the Russians made 
an almost fatal error by underrating the 
Jap sailor as a fighting force, so we are 
in danger of doing in a commercial sense. 
Bnt this is the difference between our 
mistake and Russia's; the Muscovites 
may by a lofig and bitter war expiate 
their folly. We can never undo the harm 
done to us if we allow foolish and utter¬ 
ly unprofitable sentiment to bring things 
to a head. 

It .is not only upon the sea that the 
Japanese will soon cease to be a scholar 
and become a teacher. There is scarce¬ 
ly an industrial branch known to the 
mechanic of Great Britain that has not 
for some.years past received the close 
attention of the Mikado's advisers. Clever 
Japanese, skilled in all kinds of Industry, 
have been surveying the products of Am¬ 
erica, Great Britain. Germany and 
France with a view to fntnre competi¬ 
tion. Do not for a moment imagine that 
the Japanese will not have the necessary 
skill to make themselves terrible trade 
rivals. They are the equals of the white 
workingmen of the world in brain force 
and industry, and they are far and away 
the superiors of the white races In so¬ 
briety and thrift. They are accustomed 
to work from sunrise to sunset seven 
days a week, and they can, and will, 
work for an amount of pay that will beg¬ 
gar any white people that has to compete 
with them. 

A Difficult Task Made Harder. 

We are trying to raise the standard 
of living for our work folk, to give them ] 
better homes, shorter hours, better food, 
and an assurance of something better 
than the workhonse in their old age. Bnt 
Japanese competition is not going to make 
this task any easier; it is going to make 
it harder. May Providence pity our 
workpeople when once the Yellow com¬ 
petition takes the field in earnest. They 
will wish then that they had done a little 
thinking for themselves, and had not al¬ 
lowed the cheap clap-trap of the Jingo* 
to carry them off their feet They will 
wish then that /they had never backed a 
government that entered into the Yeliow 
Alliance. Bnt their wishes will be of 
little avail to them: they will have to He 
upon the bed they helped to make. 

I saw this danger in the Far Bast, saw 
it as anyone not blind to the interests 
of the commerce of Great Britain could 
see It. It is a danger greater than aoy- 
' thing that Russia has to face in this 
war, and it is because of the reality of

Tfie members of the Liberal Party, resident In the City of 
Victoria, in. Convention assembled do hereby declare:' 

1. Their absolute confidence in and unqualified endorsement 
of the principles and policy of the Liberal Party of Canada 
under the leadership of Sir Wilfrid Lanrier. The fiscal policy 
of the Government has been fnlly justified by the prosperity of 
the country and the expanding revenne, the latter having been 
attained by a readjustment of the methods of taxation, whereby 
the burdens upon the taxpayers have been materially lessened. 
The adoption and application of the principles of Imperial Pref¬ 
erence have increased the volume of trade between the Dominion 
and the Mother Conntry, and opened for our products a largo, 
valuable and constantly growing market, thereby establishing 
and increasing Canadian Trade and Canadian Revenne along 
linos of development in the interests of the Canadian people, 
without reference to and without being affected by the trade and 
tariff policies of the United States. 

2. We endorse and approve of the policy of the Government 
in dealing with British Colombia. The representations msde on 
behalf of the people of this Province by their representatives at 
Ottawa have been met and dealt with in a just and effective man¬ 
ner, all expenditures consequent thereen have been earefully and 
judiciously made and the various branches of the Federal Ser¬ 
vice in this Province hsve been fnlly equipped and maintained in 
In a high state of efficiency. In this connection we desire to ac¬ 
knowledge and commend the diligent, intelligent and successful 
manner in which Senator Templeman and Mr. George Riley have 
represented ns at Ottawa. 

3. We endorse and approve the action of the Government 
in permtiting the use of Fish Traps along the shores of Vancou¬ 
ver Inland, whereby the exploitation of onr fisheries can be prose¬ 
cuted with greater advantage than under the system formerly in 
vogue, and Canadian fishermen can take Canadian salmon which 
would otherwise he canght In traps in adjacent United States 
waten. We also heartily commend the decision of the Govern¬ 
ment to establish additional hatcheries on a more extensive scale 
than hitherto, thus contributing to the further preservation of 
one of the most important industries of the Province. 

4. We endorse and approve the policy and action of the 
Government in connection with the National Transcontinental 
Railway, whereby immigration will be stimulated, interprovincial 
trade be increased and another link be established in the ohain 
of Imperial Federation and Imperial defence. As British Co¬ 
lombians, we are especially interested in this great undertaking, 
because it will certainly lead to the development of a very large 
area in the Province possessing great agricultural, mineral and 
timber resources. We endorse and approve of the provisions in 
the railway legislation in this regard whereby the principle of 
Government Ownership is adopetd and nltimate Government Own¬ 
ership of the whole line is ensured. We pledge oursalves to 
use every means in our power to secure the construction of this 
railway to a point on Vancouver Island, having direct rail con¬ 
nection with the City of Victoria and to obtain terminal rates 
and facilities for this City. 

5. We pledge onnelves to every possible effort to secure the 
early establishment of railway commnnioation between the City 
of Victoria and the Western and Northern parts of Vancouver 
Island, and also of direct railway connection between this city 
and the mining districts of Vale and Kootenay. 

6 . We endorse and approve the action of the Liberal Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada in advancing the Capitation Tax on Chinese 
entering the Province, first from $50 to flOO and again from $10<) 
to $500, a total increase under the Liberal Administration of 
$450 per head. 

7. We endorse and approve the policy and action of the 
Liberal Government of Canute in constituting the Board of Rail¬ 
way Commissioners for Canada, a Court of Record with ample 
powers to enforce the law and to seoure the carrying ont of the 
decrees of the Court, and with plenary jurisdiction over all Can¬ 
adian Railways both in regard to the protection of employees 
and the travelling pnblic and in regard to the fixing and regula¬ 
tion of tolls and charges.. Already the Board has rendered im¬ 
portant pnblic service, and its establishment has reflected most 
favorably upon the wisdom of the Administration. 

8 . We endorse and commend the policy of the Government 
in liberally subsidising lines of ocean-going steamers, whereby 
the increase of Canadian Commerce is greatly promoted, and 
as residents of this city and province wo especially commend the 
establishment of the Canadian-Australian and Canadian-Mexican 
Servioes. We also endorse the policy of the Government in ad¬ 
vertising Canada abroad, thereby promoting immigration to the 
Dominion and we pledge onrselves to urge upon the Government 
the continuation of this work and its extension on a wider scale 
than ever before to British Colombia. 

9. We recognise and applaud the action of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment in granting a bounty to lead manufactured in Canada, 
whereby a very Important branch of mining In this Province has 
been revived and remunerative employment has been given to a 
large number of people. 

10. We commend the policy of the Government In respect to 
legislation in the interests of labor, including action in regard 
to the establishment of the Labor Bnreau, the adoption of the 
Fair Wage principle, the settlement of strikes and lockouts and 
other useful legislation in that direction, and pledge onrselves to 
give onr hearty assistance and support to any further efforts in 
that direction. 

11. We declare our firm conviction that the continuation in 
power of Sir Wilfrid Lanrier and the Liberal Party affords the 
strongest guarantee that the great period of prosperity, which 
the .country has enjoyed in the past eight years will be con- 
tinned in the future.

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In the ftpring of 1002 Col. Prior offered himself as a candidate for 
the Legislature and was elected on his guarantee that the government 
of which he became a member had entered into a contract to make 
Victoria the terminus of the Canada Northern railway. 

Furthermore he offered to resign, if the contract was not signed. 

Col. Prior was elected. The contract when submitted to the 
House showed that Victoria was not the terminus of the railway, aud 
thatTno contract had been signed by Mackenzie & Mann. 

Col. Prior was challenged to resign, as he had pledged his word 
that he would. He declined to do 90, but sent his resignation to the 
members of his committee to be made public if they deemed fit. 

He continued to hold office until the revelations in connection 
with, the Chimney Creek affair compelled the Lieut.-Governor to dis¬ 
miss him. 

Ou November 3rd the people of Victoria, whom he so grossly de¬ 
ceived. will have._ih.eir first opportunity to register their disapproba¬ 
tion of his act. 


READ THE RECORD 


From CoL Prior’s election address, March, 1902: “I took this 
step because tire Premier and his colleagues proved to me beyond 
all douht that they had arranged a contract with Mackenzie & Mann 
to continue their great transcontinental line (the Canada Northern) 
from the eastern boundary of British Columbia across the province 
. . . to Victoria, thus making our fair city the Pacific terminus of 

their splendid railway system. This contract has been signed by 
Mackenzie & Mann. . . . I have examined a copy of the contract 

carefully ns a business man. and it. must, in my humble opinion, meet 
with the hearty approval of all well-wishers of the city.” 

From Col. Prior’s speech, March 4th, 1902: “Premier Dunsinuir 
and his colleagues showed him the contract; he read it carefully, and 
it is .as good a contract as any government can make with contrac¬ 
tors. He had more money to bet that the contract was signed.” 

From Col. Prior’s speech, March 5th, 1902: "The contract would 
soon be placed before the public, as Mr. Greenshields had wired that 
he would arrive here to-morrow night.” 

From CoL Prior's speech, March Sth, 1902: “Mr. Greenshields 
had brought the necessary contract from Torontb, ami by to-morrow 
afternoon the E. & N. would be in the possession of Mackenzie & 
Maun.” 

At n public meeting on March 4th, the following dialogue took 
place: 

Mr. McPhlllips—I understand. Col. Prior, that on the faith of the 
contract shown to you, you decided to enter this government. 

Col. Prior—Certainly, I said so. 

Mr. McPhillips—In that contract, as I understand it, there is a 
provision that the building of the road is only to be built contingent 
upon nid from the Dominion government? 

Col. Prior—No; that is not the case. 

Mr. McPhillips—I ask you this question. Col. Prior, that if that 
contract doe^ contain a provision that the road is only to be built con¬ 
tingent upon aid from the Dominion government, will you retire? 

CoL Prior—Certainly. (Load cheers.) 

On March 8th CoL Prior said: “The latter part of clause IS had 
been cut out on the representation of the government, ami in its 
place a clause had been inserted stipulating that the contractors 
should start work three mouths after they had obtained assurance of 
assistance from the Dominion government.” 

On Monday, March 10th, A. E. McPhillips addressed CoL Prior 
an open letter, as follows: 

“Dear CoL Prior:—You will of course remember my putting a 
question to you on Monday evening at the Victoria theatre, that if 
it was stated in the contract with the Canada Northern Railway 
Company that construction of the railway depended on Dominion as¬ 
sistance, would you retire? Your answer was ‘Certainly.’ 

“You stated at your meeting at the same place on Saturday,night 
such n condition was now contained in the contract, but, up to the 
present time I have had no intimation that you have retired from 
the contest. 

“I cannot believe that a pledge given by yoa under such con¬ 
ditions will be broken. I can only believe that it will be adhered to. 
and nt any moment I expect to be advised that you no longer con¬ 
tinue in the contest. 

“If I might be permitted to advise you in any way it seems to 
me that now is your opportunity to retreat from a position so abso¬ 
lutely untenable that nothing but a signal defeat awaits you. 

“A. E. M’PHILLIPS. 

On the eve of election CoL Prior kept an impatient audience 
waiting In the Victoria theatre till midnight for Mr. Greenshields 
and the signed contract The audience fiually wended their way 
home, with the following wail from the Colonel ringiug In their 
ears: 

“The contract is not completed yet.” 

“Negotiations are going op to complete the contract.” 

“I’ll be honest and truthful with you. I hoped to have had the 
contract completed before election day.” 

“I am sorry for my own sake I cannot tell you the contract is 
completed.” 

CoL Prior was elected on the strength of those assurances, and 
on the distinct pledge that he would resign if the contract was not 
as he represented.

handed about the old-fashioned Yankee 
candles, those “converstmn lozenges" of 
DOT childhood, on which In pink there 
were printed such phrases as “May I 
ait on the fence and see you go by?” nnd 
“I can never live without you,” and “Do 
yon lore me as 1 love you?” To receive 
these nearly forgotten sweet* in the mid¬ 
dle of Manchuria was somehow more im¬ 
pressive than for a soldier near the iso¬ 
lated battle line to gi.ve us. on a parch¬ 
ing day, almost the last bottle of beer 
that be had. 

We remembered him, and spoke of 
him. thinking nf the lozenges, and of 
what pretty primary romances they re* 
called. 

One day. we were going over the 
Sbnsanpo battlefield. *eeirg our first Ja|»- 
an:n»e and Russian dead. Lieut. Sntaki 
said: “Oh. yen recollect the officer who 
entertained yon nt the Anslinn outpost? 
He died In the charge this morning; he 
w*« ever there on that bill.” 

We bad often asked for something 
about bin: he seemed liko a friend, nti-l 
no^ mary *lo in the Far East. Not till 
to-dny did we learn the circumstances 
of his death. They were gallant and 
soldierly. They hare.made h|m the hero 
of the fight of the Hills Like Outspread 
Fingers. 

He was there commanding the First 
Battalion of the Thirty-fourth Regiment 
of the Fourth Division—the battalion, 
the regiment, and the division which did 
the most valiant service of those forty- 
eight hours. They had no beer and no- 
candy then; they had some hard crack- 
-ers and a pint of rice each during two 
days and two nights. 

A Japanese Hero’s Last Fight. 

This report of; his conduct comes from 
Corporal Seiichi uchida, who attended 
his wounds. 

On August 30th the centre of the Rus¬ 
sian forces was on the hill to the right 
of the pass. It was the best defended 
place: no progress could be made against 
it. There was uo cover foe an approach, 
as the tall millet had been purposely cut 
away by the Russians. That night some 
Japanese crawled on their bellies till they 
ca me close to the hill’s base. They stayed 
there in the morning, 200 yards from 
Russian trenches, in holes they dng with 
their finger nails and sword-bsyonets be¬ 
hind conical Chinese graves. They haw 
the gray balloon rise high above the hills, 
nnd felt it was perceiving everything. I 
don’t know how many died there. Next 
day I satv very many sword-bayonets, 
caps, belt*, cartridge oases, torn coats, 
rifles, bits of white absorbent cotton 
partly crimsoned, places on the ground 
still damp with a reddish fluid. 

Soane survived to return and tell what 
sort of obstacle* had to be overcome. 
Wire criss-crossed between posts and 
set below the surface, and under the 
wired areas, round smooth sided holes 
ten feet deep, from the centre of each 
of which rose a pointed wooden stake to 
impale those who tumble in. # 

There were spaces not so entangled, 
very narrow. If men tried to approach 
that way they would be massed in small 
passages, the range of which the Rus¬ 
sians had, and on which-they kept steady 
watch. 

The Thirty-fourth moved up. Major 
Tachibana’s battalion was in the first 
line. It made some of the obstructions 
ineffective. It rushed at the enemy’s 
entrenchments like angry waves. The 
I entrenchments part wav up the slope, at 
length, were carried; the Russians climb¬ 
ed back to the earthworks on the crest. 
These also were attempted, the_uiajor 
in front of his men.

trampled over. The untouched soldiers, 
eyes fixed high ahead, thinking raptly 
and singly of storming to the top. charged 
on. Sword-bayonets were fixed to rifles, 
and gleamed in the sun. 

The first battAlion reached the top. Its 
bayonets “collided with those of the en¬ 
emy.” The major cot down three Rus¬ 
sians with his own Samurai blade. Cold 
«teel was used freely and fiercely. It 
won the trenches for the Japanese. 

They had now the most useful hill, 
strategically, in the chain of defence. The 
Russians could not hold on. Flags of the 
Rising Sun were planted on top. Then 
Russian batteries opened while yet the 
Japanese were shouting "Banzai!” 

There was no shelter from these. “Balls 
fell like hails.” 

It is a crucial moment when Infantry 
arrive at what they hare charged up¬ 
on. From mounting a v height they are 
out of breath, they are hot, wild, they 
are dizzy with fast coursing blood. Be¬ 
fore they had gathered themselves to¬ 
gether “a paramount (overwhelming) 
force of Russian infantry” drove against 
the Japanese. It dislodged them, and 
sent them out of the trenches with their 
Rising San flags down the slope. There 
“hills of dead men” were piled up. 

The major, fighting on the edge of the 
trench till the last, had received five 
wounds. A bullet had hit his sword hilt- 
guard nnd glanced into his right arm-; 
there were two In'his thighs; there was 
one in his abdomen. A<bit of shell struck 
him In the lower part of the back and 
he fell. 

A Corporal’s Devotion. 

Seeing him fall. Corporal Uchida lifted 
him, carried him swiftly down to a ditch, 
and nursed him. The major asked how 
his men were doing. He kept th© cor¬ 
poral observing and describing the fight. 
Finally, “as our soldiers were becoming 
fewer,” the corporal had to leare to take 
his own part. The conflict slackening, 
he led the major out of the ditch and 
farther away. They became a target. 
Fragments of a shell struck both: the 
major in the breast, his comrade in the 
breast and in the left hand. 

They fainted together. 

When the corporal recovered he saw 
that the hill had been taken frank the 
Japanese. On aH fours, through millet 
stubble, he psoteeded to convey the ma¬ 
jor to safety. One of the "concave 
places” which the reconnoitrera had ^ug 


with their sword-bayonets and finger 
nails before was found. There the cor¬ 
poral crouched between his commander 
and the dangerous direction, looking for 
a chance to escape. 

The major knew' he was dying. He 
had been chamberlain to the crown 
prince of Japan, and August 31st, he 
recalled, was the prince’s birthday. "He 
repeatedly spoke of the honor he had in 
dying on such a day.” 

About sunset'he fell asleep. He did 
not wake again; and tjie corporal wait¬ 
ed by the body that was bleeding at 
seven wounds till after nightfall. Then 
some Japanese soldiers came near, pre¬ 
paring for the charges which that night 
was destined to be (successful, and the 
dead major was borne to Division Head- 
qnarters. 

He had been one of the very few be¬ 
tween whom and the Americans that 
secret and insurmountable barrier, which 
incomprehensible nature acts up between 
two races, had been ;made to disappear 
by a kind act. 

I must indicate that which in his death, 
and in the spirit of the faithful corporal, 
waa typically Japanese. 

“You see,” remarked the officer who 
brought n« the report of the corporal, 
“the major died without mentioning wife 
or children, father or mother.” 

“Yes,” we answered. 

“He spoke only of his service witli the 
Emperor’s family, and the pleasure he 
had in dying on the birthday of the crown 
prince.” 

As for the corporal, his own letter ac¬ 
companying the report will exhibit his 
self-conscious element in his devotion: 

“I had made np my mind to have hon¬ 
orable death in battle. I fought very 
well that day (August 31«t), and two 
shots hit me. One passed through my 
overcoat and the other passed through 
my knapsack. Alas! My resolution to 
die .could not be carried out On the 
night of August 30th we—the major and 
I—had been in the ditch till peep of day,; 
partaking army, biscuit 

“Next day, before I had. a chance to 
have the honorable'heroic death on the 
field, oar commander was hart, and it 
was my fate to take care of him. He 
has died just aa he determined to die; 
but I have had the disgrace to remain a 
survivor. Now I feel like a fish on land. 
The favor to present the late majstf* re¬ 
spects to the heir prince haa been flren

bridge will have been working for more 
than twelve months at their task. Dur¬ 
ing eight of these months they will be ex¬ 
posed to the spray of the falls—a mois¬ 
ture more penetrating than rain aud con¬ 
verting the ground on either bank into 
n veritable Slough of Despond. The fever 
season is reckoned in the district at five 
months, aud every white man employed 
on the bridge hr.s already had a foretaBto 
of it: a few have been invalided home, 
and all cherish a lively recollection of It. 

The bridge in itself is a comparatively 
simple structure, as it consists of a single 
span of 500 feet, the actnal distance from 
bank to bank'being something over 600 
feet The bridge will owe its celebrity 
partly to the fact that It will be 400 feet 
< >»*ove the river, and partly to Us roman¬ 
tic surroundings.—Engineering. 


All the material* for the great bridge 
which is t ► be thrown scross the Zam¬ 
besi immediately below Victoria Fulls 
have now been transported from Darl¬ 
ington to the scene of operations. But 
many difficulties have full to lje faced 
and overcome. The nearest drift is 
six miles distant, nnd all communica¬ 
tion between the banks of # the river 
is dependent upon a wire rape and a 
“bo'snnV chair. It was hoped that 
foundations on solid rock on either 
side would have been found six months 
ago, but the desired result has only just 
been attained.
